The Alabama Department of Ag- 
riculture is requiring that all cot- 
ton stored in publie warehouses | 
this Fall be insured against fire | 
unless the owner notifies the ware- 
houseman in writing not to in- 
sure it, 

This was announced Friday by 
Seth P, Storrs, commissioner of 
agriculture, who declared that this 
ruling was made by the State 
Board of Agriculture to protect 
farmers from losing their cotton 
in case the warehouse is destroyed 
by fire.

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FORCES DELAY IN 
ALABAMA PAYDA 


MONTGOMERY, Aug. 23.- 
Nhat there will be any “payday” 
for State employes, or for mem- 
bers of the Legislature and legis- 
lative employes, for the next 
month or more, is ‘very doubtful,’ 
State Treasurer S. H. Blan ad- 
mitted yesterday. 

This situation has been brought 
about, it was learned, by the fall- 
ing due of interest on money bor- 
rowed by the State, and the fact 
that money must be forthcoming 
within the present week, for con- 
tinuanee of the operation of the 
insane asylums. These obligations 
must be met by the general fund 
of the Treasury, out of which pay- 
rolls must also be drawn, 

Just how soon pay-rolls can be 
tuken care of would appear to be 
more or less problematical, inas- 
much as at this particular season 
of the year, the State’s tax in- 
come, even in normal times, is at 
its lowest ebb. 

Once before, in the present ad- 
ministration, last November, the 
State had to delay “payday.” Dur- 
ing the administration of former 
Gov. Henderson, ‘payday’? had to 
be postponed also, on account of 
lack of money in the general fund. 

No precedent will be established 
if members of the Legislature are 
not paid when payday comes, Dur- 
ing the Samford administration, 
the Speaker of the Senate arrang- 
ed a loan with a Montgomery bank 
by which members of the Legisla- 
ture and the legislative employes 
were paid on time. 

At the present time, there is 
money in various funds in the 
State Treasury, other than the 
general fund. There is a consid- 
erable amount, for instance, in the 
gasoline tax fund, but under the 
law, disbursements payable out of 
the general fund cannot be paid 
out of this or other separate funds 
from which disbursements can be 
made only for specific purposes. 

The ‘'Treasury’s general fund 
now contains only $135,000, and 
there are obligations totaling 
$194,000 that must be paid out 
of this fund in the immediate fu- 
ture. Income of this fund is lim- 
ited now, and will be, until Oc- 
tober, so that, it is understood, 
there is a possibility payday may 
have to be postponed for next 
month as well as the present one. 

State insane asylums are now 
due $76,000, and on August 25, 
interest of $118,000 will be due 
the Chase National Bank of New 
York, on a loan negotiated for 
publie school purposes, soon after 
Gov. Miller’s administration began. 

The original loan has been re- 
duced since then to approximately 
$4,225,000, which falls due on Au- 
gust 25. The Governor, however, 
has obtained an extension of this 
loan, which is to be paid in four 
equal installments, on January 16, 


February 1, February 14, and 
February 27, next year, respec- 
tively.

Superintendent Jas. C. Dixon 
authorizes The Clipper to an- 
nounce that the Elba public schools 
will open Monday morning, Sep- 
tember 5th, with the usual open- 
ing exercises. The school situa- 
tion in Alabama has been in an 
unsettled state for some time, and 
there has been considerable anxie- 
ty as to whether our schools would 
be able to open or not.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22,—4

'of Government owned cotton turn- 
ed over to the Red Cross would fall 
short of meeting emergeney cloth- 
ing needs of the coming winter hag 
been issued by James L, Fieser, 
vice-chairman of the relief ugeney 

Pieser pointed out that 1,800 of 
the 3,600 chapters had made emer- 


wency estimates showing a total of 
&,000,000 men, and chit- 
dren destitute of clothing, 
“Expectations are far beyond 
the quantity which may be pro- 
duced from the 590,000 bales,” 
Fieser said, “It will not be 
sible to satisfy expectations, either 
quantity of 


women 


pos- 
as to variety or 
clothing. 

“Tn fairness to our chapters and 
other social agencies who may 
have been led to place great de- 
pendence upon this gift of cotton 
to meet requirements of the needy 
in their communities for clothing, 
I feel the Red should ex- 
plain now how far the cotton is 
likely to go toward aiding in this 
emergency. 

“Too great dependence upon it 
would undoubtedly stop the flow 
of contributions of other garments 
—and these contributions have 
been the mainstay in the past two 
winters. They will still be great- 
ly needed,” 

Fieser said the Red Cross had 
distributed flour to 3,887,156 fam- 
ilies, or about 15,000,000 persons, 
all of whom, he said, “have shown 
their need and may be assumed to 
be in need of cotton clothing.” 

He figured that with cotton at 
its present price of $35 a bale, 
the 500,000 bales would be valued 
at $17,500,000, from which con- 
version costs would have to be de- 
ducted, leaving less than $1 worth 
of cotton cloth per person for each 
of the 15,000,000 persons in need

received Red Cross flour apply for

The farmers of this com- 
munity have the shortest crops 
this year for several years past, 
and some say the shortest they 
have ever had. It is not the pur- 
pose of this article to tell about 
the short cotton and corn crops 
of the New Home community, ex- 
cept to say this: Mr. Wilson took 
the writer through 20 acres of 
corn that is growing following 
Austrian winter peas turned under 
last spring, that is as he said, ‘not 
the best corn you ever saw but 
it is so much better than any of 
the rest of my corn that I’m very
